’ nous Annals of Pedants, who are entirely igno- 
rant of the fecret Springs of great Aftions j if 
they do, let me tell them they will be * Nebus'd, 
H^ith incredible Pains have I endeavoured to 
copy the feveral Beauties of the antient.and mo- 
dern Hiftorians j the impartial Temper of He- 
rodotus ; the Gravity, Aufterityj and ftri6l Mo- 
rals of Thucydides j the extenfive. Knowledge of 
Xenophosi j the Sublimity and Grandeur ot Ti- 
tus Li'Vius j and to avoid the carelefs Style of 
Polybius, I have borrowed confiderable Orna- 
ments from Dionyjius Halicarnajfeus and Diodo- 
rus Siculus. The fpecious Gilding of Tacitus 
I have endeavoured to Ihun. Mariana, Da^vila, 
and Fra. Paulo are thofe amongft the Moderns, 
•whom I thought moft worthy of Imitation j but 
I cannot be fo difingenuous, as not to own the 
infinite Obligations I have to the Pilgrims Pro- 
grofs of John Bunyan, and .the Tenter Belly of the 
Reverend Jofeph Hall. 

From Encouragement and Helps, it is 
cafy to *guefs, to ^hat a Degree of Perfeflion I 
might have brought this great Woi'k, had it not 
been nipt in the Bud by Ibme illiterate People in 
• both Houfes of Parliament, who envying the great 
Figure I was to make in fiiture Ages, under 
Pretence of raifing Money for the War, f have 
padlock'd all thofe very Pens that were to celei- 
brate the.A6lions of their Heroes, by filencing 
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£tt once the whole Unlverfity oi Grubjireef. I 
stin perfuaded, that nothing but the Prolpeft of' 
a(n approaching Peace could have encouraged. 
them to make fo bold a Step. But .fuffer me> 
in the Name of the reft of the Matriculates o£ 
that famous Univ^ity, to afk them feme plain 
Queftions : Do they think, that Peace will bring 
along with it the Golden Age ?' Will there be 
never^ a Dying Speech of a Traitor Afe Ce- 
thegus and Catiline turned fo tame, that there 
will be no Opportunity to cry about the Streets, 
A Dangerous Plot? Will Peacebring fuch Pleii^ 
ty, that no Gentleman will have Occaiion to go. 
Upon the Highway, or break into a Houfe ? I 
am fbrry,- that the World* Ihould' Be fo much 
impofod upon by the Dreams of a Falfe Prophet, 
as to imagine the Millennium is at hand. O-

Maonian Strains tliou raifedft thy Voice, to re- 
cord the Stratagems, -thq arduous Exploits, arid' 
the no^luraal Scalade of needy Heroes, the Ter- 
ror of your peaceful Citizens, deferibing the 
powerful Betty or lM zr\hi\^Picklockf orthefecret: 
jGavems or Grottos of Vulcan fweating^at his' 
Forge, and ftamping the Queen’s Image on vi- 
,.icr Metabi whidi.he. retales for Beef, and PotS' 
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of Ale : or if thou wert content in limplc Nar- 
rative to relate the cruel A6ls of implacable Re- 
venge, or the Complaints of ravilh’d Virgins 
bluming to tell their Adventures before the lif* 
tening Crowd of City Damfels ; whilft in thy 
faithml Hiftory thou intermingleft the graven 
Counfels and the pureR Morals.
